folded,  the  left  half  of  the  diaphragm 
(16.  17),  with  the  left  lobes  of  the  liver 
(62),  bent  over  to  the  left,  by  which  the 
stomach  (36),  with  the  spleen,  is  exposed. 
The  first-named  opens  to  the  right,  and 
after  examination  of  its  inner  walls, 
folded  over  at  the  top  towards  the  left, 
when  again  the  compact  intestinal  disc, 
and  underneath  this  the  small  intestinal 
disc,  will  be  visible.  The  first  is  folded 
above  and  to  the  right,  the  latter  under¬ 
neath,  by  which  the  aMominal  basis  and 
those  orgsns  attached  thereto  [the  right 
kidney  (62),  the  ureter  (68),  bladder  (64), 
prostate  (65),  penis  (66),  scrotum  (69)] 
are  visible.  The  left  kidney  is  shown 
sectional,  and  can  be  opened  underneath 
and  folded  at  the  top.  The  liver  is 
fastened  to  the  posterior  part  of  the 
diaphra^,  and  held  movable  in  its  left 
flaps.  Then  in  reversed  order,  and  con¬ 
secutively,  each  orMn  is  again  replaced 
in  position  :  Plate  IV.  laid  on  Plate  V., 
and  Plate  11.  on  Plate  IIL,  so  that  Plate 
L  again  resumes  its  position  on  the  top.
